The memorials on this subject, on 


account of the numerous sources from 
which they have been .received, the 
number and respectability of the signa- 
tures,'as well as the intrinsic impoi 
tance of the question involved, recjuir 
from the commit lee and the Legislatur 
the most deliberate and respectful con 


rsiderafion. It is believed that the his 
tory of legislation in this country al 
fords no instance, in which a stronge

had to the numbers, the wealth', or the 
intelligence of the petitioners. 


They present a subject not entire!) 


clear of difficulty, but one in which 
they feel a cK ey interest, and which, 
in their' opiniun5, intimately concerns 
the "moral character of the country. 


-It is not considered to_be the duty of 


, the committee, nor docs it comport with 
its inclination, to enter at large into the 
.-origin "of the Sabbath, or the sanctity 
which belongs to it. 


In" all Christian countries, it is con- 


sidered not only as a clay of rest from 


/.-.secular' employment, .but one that 
^should-be,set apart for,religious obser- 
^van*ces.-;f;So intimately is it interwoven 
with- ;the 'doctrines of Christianity, 
that it-forms an important part of the 
creed of every Christian denomination. 
-They agree'in^ the .principle, though 
,soriie.of tHe'm differ as to the day. 


"The,committee believe that a proper 


observance of the Sabbath is calculated 
to elevate the moral condition of society. 
In accordance with the recorded ex- 
ample of .the Creator of the Universe, 
and, enforced by_ Scripture precepts, 


„ -one day in seven .should be abstracted 


frojn ordinary business, and devoted to 
moral and religious exercises. Where- 
ev-er these duties Have been regarded in 


rth"e true spirit of Christianity, a moral 
influence "has imposed salutary res- 
traints upon the licentious propensities 
of men.' It has made them better citi- 
zens, and better men, in all the relations 
of society, both' public and-private. 


The institution of the Sabbath is res- 


pected in various operations --of our 
Government. In the halls of Legisla- 
tion, the Courts of Justice, and the 
Executive Departments, except under 
peculiar emergencies, business is sus- 
pended, not by legal provision, but by 
force'of public opinion. 
Restraints 


opinions, but lo relieve from the per- 
fcrinauce of such duties. 


The transportation of the Mail is a 


great Governmental operation, and th 
petitioners believe it should besuspeu 
ded on the Sabbath, and the Post'Ofl] 
ces closed, out of respect to the day, a 
well as the business of the Legislative 
Judicial, and Exccutiv? branches of the 
Government. They did not, probably 
consider that greater difficulty could a 
rise in designating the first day of the 
week as the Christian Sabbath, for this 
purpose, than had been incurred in the 
instances referred to. It is not consid- 
ered, by the committee, that the peti- 
tioners ask the introduction of any new 
principle into our laws, b'u ihe exten- 
sion of one which has already been rec- 
ognised. In the policy of the measure 
desired, the committee believe the pe- 
titioners arcjrrnstaken, but they do not 
consider the attempt made by them as 
tending to ionn the justly odious combi- 
nation of Church and State. 


In the operations of the mail, every 


pan of the Union has a deep interest; 
our agricultural, commercial,mauufac- 
turing, and political concerns, are all

dependent, more or less, on this branch 
of the Government. It Is considered 
an object of primary importance to dis- 
tribute intelligence, through the mail, 
in less time than it can be disseminated 
in any other manner. From the letter 
of the Postmaster General, annexed to 
this report, it will be seen that he has 
steadily pursued this policv. 


On the important lines of communi- 


cation, daily mails are established, and 
great expedition is required. The iin- 
jroveineni.s which have been made in 
his respect; the general operations and 
entire condition of the Department, 
since it was placed under its present 
head, have elevated its character, and 
gieatly extended its usefulness. 
By 


the annexed letter, It will be seen, that 
the discontinuance of the Sabbath mail 
will not only deprive our important 
commercial tov\ns of the seventh mail, j 
but that great dela\s must occur In the 
other six weekly mails. The injurious 
consequcncesofthe.se delays are easih 
seen. 


If, at New-York, for instance, intel- 


ligence be received on Saturday even- 
ing-, of a great increase of price, in En- 
gland, or elsewhere, of flour, cotton, or 
any other staples of the country, the 
mail will not convey chis intelligence to 
the South or West, until Monday morn- 
ing, after a lapse of more than twenty- 
four hours from the lime it was recei- 
ved : and, under the most favorable cir 
cu instances, every one of the six mails 
must be delayed a day on the route ol' a 
few hundred miles, by the intervention 
of the Sabbath. 


Is it to be believed that men of en- 


terprise and capital will, under |such 
circumstances, wait the tardy move- 


of an enterprising and growing people. 
Every -buyer and 'seller should be in- 
formed of the-state of,the market, at 
home and abroad, with the greatest 
possible certainty 'and", expedition.— 
This can only ^{.'accomplished through 
the operations 01" Ihe mail, regulated & 
directed by a discriminating mi'id, in- 
timately'acquainted with ihe local in- 
terest of the country. 
Every part must 


harmonize like a well regulated ma- 
chine, which, though complicated in 
its structure, has no disorder in its 
movements. 


On the other branch of the case, that

deemed reasonable ? Would the Peo- 
ple approve of it, vvhen it might drive 
from the public service many of the a- 
blest and most useful officers, who v\ ouid 
relinquish their stations, ivther than 
violate their consciences I 


So respectful was the Legislature 


of Pennsylvania to the conscientious 
scruples of a small portion of the citi- 
zens of that State, that the Ltw direct- 
ing the return of annual elections to be 
made on Saturday, was changed to Fri- 
day. 


The Committee conceive that all 


cases should be regulated by public o- 
pinion, and controlled by emergencies, 
without any poiiihe legal injunctions. 
It is believed that the statute books con- 
tain no pro\ ision, except in the instance 
of Postmasters, requiring the pet for- 
mance of official duty on the Sabbath. 


In conclusion, the Committee ear- 


nestly recommend the ixpe.il of so 
much of the eleventh section of the 
Post-oflice law, of March, 1S25, as re- 
quires Postmasters to deliver letters.
